The bla cksmith shop o f James Cu rson, 
located in the rear of the same strnc- 
tu re, was a lso a total loss. 
The bu ild­ 
ing was valu ed at $1750. 
The Creed 
stock lost was worth at least $3500 
The Insura nce on both was # 3000. 
Corson's lo ss will amou nt to over one 
hu ndred dollars with no insu rance. 
In addition Mr. Creed was an officer 
ot the Manilla gas company and in his 
bu ilding were stored meters, pipes, 
connectors a nd other apparatu s worth 
one hundred dollars, the loss on this 
being entire. 
The stru ctu re was located In the 
western part of town and abou t flftv 
feet from the railway tracks. 
It was 
formerly the old Methodist chu rch, 
bu t was moved 
to its present site 
abou t fou r years ago. Abou t two years 
ago a considerable su m was spent in 
remodeiln£ the bu ilding. 
The fire was discovered abou t seven 
o'clock last night by Cu rtis Webb. 
Me gave the alarm at once and soon 
many citizens were on hands to aid in 
fighting the flames. 
Lnckily the fire 
was prevented from 
spreading, al 
thou gh the bu ilding of Frank Cu rson 
across the street was scorched and 
damaged by the heat. 
Had the mis­ 
fo rtu ne occu rred later in the evening, 
it 
is probable that 
half the town 
wou ld have been wiped ou t. 
Several theories 
have been advan­ 
ced to explain the origin of the co n­ 
flagration. 
One theory which 
has 
gained a great deal of favor is that it 
was cau sed by a spark from the engine 
of a sou th-bou nd freight, which had 
passed only a few moments before. 
The roof of the Creed bu ilding is a 
tarred one. 
Inside the bnildiu g were 
some barrels of lime, and another the 
ory is that the fire may have been 
started by the lime. 
Only a few plows and a few bu ggies 
were saved, althou gh strenu ou s effort* 
w-ero made to rescu e as mu ch property 
as possible from the hu rtling bu ilding 
The American Continental company is 
the firm which carried the insu rance 
of Mr. Creed. 
A carload of new farm wagons (six 
teen in all), two ru bber tired bu ggisc, 
one steid tired one, and a vast amou nt 
of harness, farming implements and 
axle grease went 
u p in the flames 
which threatened to spread to resi­ 
dences near the bu rning bu ilding. The 
residence of Jo hn H. Brown cau ght 
fire, bu t was saved with little damage, 
and a small amou nt of damage was 
done to a residence owned by Mr . 
Emma Parrish, formerly of Shelby 
villa, bu t now of Indianapolis. 
Mr. Cu rson stated that as theie w: s 
no pace In Manilla, where he cou ld 
start u p his blacksmith shop at once, 
he intended to pu rchase a tent todax 
to shelter him u ntil other arrange 
inents cou ld be made.

W ashington. May 1 7 —The recent 
efforts of the president and the Dem­ 
ocratic senatorial leaders to reach an 
agre m e n t on the rate bill have re­ 
ceived further fiotlce in the senate 
from Senators Bailey and Tillman. 
The m atter was referred to by tho 
Texas senator in the course of an ex­ 
planation called out by an article in 
the Chicago Tribune charging 
Mr. 
Bailey with failure to find common 
ground, and by Mr. Tillm an in a 
speech in support of Mr Bailey and 
in 
presenting 
a 
further statem ent 
from ex-Senator Chandler. 
In his address Mr. Bailey denounc­ 
ed th e article in question as a “He,” 
and the author and inspirer of it as 
“liars.” 
Senator Bailey said th a t his 
atten t tem had been called to another 
article, printed in the New York T rib­ 
une. He said it was of the sam e char­ 
acter as th a t printed by the Chicago 
Tribune and th at evidently they had 
been tim ed to bring them both to 
W ashington at the sam e tim e 
Point 
ing to the press gallery, he said: 
“I intend to put it in the Record 
upon the statem en t of m ore than one 
reputable new spaper correspondent in 
th at gallery, and as a rule they are as 
honorable as senators on this floor. 
On their authority I state th a t two 
chief cuckoos of this adm inistration 
are the correspondents of the New 
York Tribune and the Chicago T rib­ 
une. 
And therefore It seem s to me 
conclusive that this slander proceeds 
from the W hite House. I hope, for the 
honor of my country, th at it does not 
proceed from th e president him self. 
“But if he be a man of a high sense 
of honor he will see to It that sena­ 
tors are not slandered by his subordi­ 
nates and th e m iserable w retch who 
com m unicated to thole new spapers, 
and who sought through them to com­ 
m unicate to th e country a slander on 
m s which people m ight discuss, rather 
than the issues that have been raised. 
he Is unfit for his high office, and the 
man who perpetrated that infam y will 
pay for it with his position; and if 
the man continues to hold his office 
it is to be assum ed th at what he has 
done has been with the approval of 
his chief.” 
T here also was a sharp colloquy 
between Senators Daniel and Tillm an 
over an am endm ent to the anti pass 
provision.

the com m ittee th at on June 16, 1903, 
th e day on which the hearing in the 
case of th e state of W isconsin against 
th e Equitable Life A ssurance society 
for a com pulsory distribution of the 
surplus of th a t com pany to AN isconsin 
policy holders was to be held by him, 
Secretary of S tate W alter L Houser 
entered the insurance com m issioners 
office and said th at if Mr. Host would 
render a decision In accordance with 
a slip handed by Mr. H ouser to Mr. 
Host, which would have been a deci­ 
sion favorable to the Equitable com­ 
pany, that the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance society would give $2 ,0 0 0 toward 
cam paign fund for a renom ination 
of the state officers In the next cam ­ 
paign. 
The slip which Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Host testified that Secretary of 
State H ost handed to him was pre­ 
sented to th e commission and con­ 
tained on it these words: 
“Petition 
is denied and sam e is dism issed for 
the reason that a determ ination of the 
subject thereof requires the exercise 
of judicial functions that cannot be 
exercised by th© defendant.

T aking up the thread of my sub ject, 
(b roken off a t the close of my last let 
ter) I w ant to call atten tion to one 
circum stance tha t I think “ Je ff” w ill 
adm it w ill go very far tow ard estab ­ 
lishing m v claim tha t F inley B igger 
was the cham pion rifle shot of Rush- 
viile a t that tim e. 
N early every fam 
iiy in tliose days kept one or more 
pigs in a pen or otherw ise, to eat the 
scraps and waste from the tab le, or 
stab le, if they kept a horse, and drink, 
the slops from the dishw ashing, etc. 
Some kept more, of coarse, according 
to their a b ility to furnish food for 
them , governedjjalso som ew hat b y the 
size of the fam ily for w hich the afore­ 
said pigs were to fnrnish m eat. 
Joe H am ilton, 
I 
rem em b er, 
had 
qnite a lot of them in a pen b ack of 
his prem ises w hich he was fatten in g 
for the w in te r’s m eat for his hotel. 
And when “ b utcherin g” tim e came 
round, F inley B igger generously offer­ 
ed to shoot the hogs for the men who 
were to dress them , w hich offer was 
very gratefully accepted b y Mr. H am il­ 
ton. 
H am ilton had jn st taken a raw 
Irish b oy to a tte ud ’to his stab le and do 
the general chores ab out the place. 
I 
suspect he was the sam e “ P a tric k ” 
that m y friend C ow ing speaks of as 
one of the few Irishm en who w ere in 
R ushville a that tim e. 
At any rate 
b eing fresh from the “ onld sod” we 
naturally dub b ed him “ P a t.” 
T his b utchering scene was new to 
Pat. 
F or, w hile m any of the tenants, 
even the poorer ones, in Ireland at 
tha t tim e m anaged to keep and fatten 
a pig. very few of them were even a l­ 
lowed to k ill it, m och less eat it. “ He 
was the 
gintlem an w hat 
pfiys the 
rin t.” and he was at the proper tim e 
driveu aw ay to the landlord or his 
agent. 
T his b ig slaughter then was a 
revelation to Pat and w ith w ide open 
eyes and m outh the w atched every shot 
that B igger m ade, in ten t on follow ing 
the course of the b nlle in its flight 
from the gun to the b rain of the un ­ 
fortun ate hog. 
A b out tha t tim e the M ex ican war 
was loom ing up like a dark and por- 
tentious cloud in our southern hori 
zon 
P at had heard of it and not hav ­ 
ing any very clear idea ab out it came 
to me a few days a fte r “ hog k illin g” 
for some inform ation in regard to it 
His ideas was tha t the M ex icans would 
come over to us in great sw arm s like 
E gyptian locusts or K ansas grasshop­ 
pers and scatter ail over the country. 
And I w ill never forget his earnestness 
in the m atter and the rem ark w ith 
which he w ound up his ideas on the 
sub ject, show ing his great fa ith in, 
and his confident reliance on Bigger 
in the em ergency, “ Och, mon, dear, 
if thev b e afther crapin g and snaking 
around here, w ont B igger fetch a few 
of them though?”

aronnd the tree and b y an im percepl 
b le m otion they glide aronnd from one 
side of the tree or lim b to the other, 
alw ays keeping the ir sharp eyes on 
you, thus ex posing at least a part of 
their head. 
T hat squirrel was hidden 
from me, b ut never coold a squire 
hide from J m unless he took to a hole 
and pulled the hole in afte r him .

gettin g them , for he would catch fish 
right along, w here the others w ould 
rarely get a nib le.
